Conference Futile, He Says 
In his letter Sloan said th a t John 
L. Lewis, chairm an of the committee 
for industrial reorganization which 
is pressing for industrial unioniza­ 
tion, “has taken the position that 
the plants would not be evacuated 
until we agree to recognize the U nit­ 
ed Automobile Workers of America 
as the exclusive bargaining agency 


for all General Motors workers. 
“In the face of this positive as­ 
sertion and in view of the principles 
for which we stand, we are con­ 
vinced the conference you have sug­ 
gested would lead to no beneficial 
result any more than did the pro­ 
ceedings of last week.” 
Sloan referred to the unsuccess­ 
ful separate meetings held in W ash­ 
ington by Miss Perkins with G en­ 
eral Motors officials and with Lewis. 
In W ashington Lewis was report­ 
ed frowning on th e proposed con­

IN CONTROL OF 
CINCINNATI 


City Manager Vested 
With Wide Powers 
To Cope With 
Flood. 


Bashful Beginners Flock to 
Nudism as Camp Okays Shorts 


Cincinnati, Jan. 26 (AP)—M artial 
law became a definite possibility 
Monday night as this stricken city 
nam ed a “disaster dictator” with 
'autocratic power to wage its battle 
against the 
boon com panions of 
catastrophe—flood, fire and disease. 
Mayor Russell Wilson recommend 
ed it and Gov. M artin L. Davey as­ 
serted it was inevitable. 
Meanwhile, the waters of the Ohio 
billowed relentlessly on toward an 
expected 80.5-foot flood crest, thirty 
feet above the point a t wliich the 
river overflows its banks. 
Governor Favors M artial Law 
"We should have m artial law at 
once,” said R. R. Deupree, member 
of the disaster council. 
Governor Davey. attending the 
meeting said "T hat is the best sug­ 
gestion I have heard.” 
"We may have to come to m artial 
law,” Mayor Wilson told the gov­ 
ernor. 
"D ont w alt too long." the gov­ 
ernor said. “You are going to have 
to come to it. 
I dbn’t see how you 
can escape it.” 
The City Council in special ses­ 
sion conferred the emergency pow­ 
ers suggested by the disaster coun­ 
cil on the city m anager. 
An ordi­ 
nance providing for a fine of $500 
or sixty days im prisonm ent for fail­ 
ure to obey regulations was passed. 
65,000 Are Homeless 
Sixty-five 
thousand 
homeless 
crowded into churches, movie th e a ­ 
tres and relief agencies. 
Eight were dead. 
Drinking water, already scarce, 
became polluted. 
The fire th reat was ever-present, 
and the more menacing for lack of 
facilities for battling it. 
Electric power was barely suffici­ 
ent for the hospitals and police com­ 
munication. 
In this perilous situation the city 
council, at a special meeting, gave 
C. A. Dykstra. city m anager, auto­ 
cratic authority to direct all opera­ 
tions and impose whatever restrictive 
measures he m ight consider neces­ 
sary. The supply of drinking w ater 
was his first concern. 
Hardly had he announced th a t 
the water would be turned on but 
one hour daily than the health de­ 
partm ent warned th at the dwindling 
supply was “unsafe,” and m ust be 
boiled before it would be fit for hu­ 
m an consumption. 
Smoke still rose from the ruins 
of the Mill creek section, where fire 
from 
crumpled 
gasoline 
storage 
tanks did $2,000,000 property dam ­ 
age yesterday. The blaze was under 
control, but authorities expected it 
to flicker and smoulder for at least 
another day. 
About Monday noon a new fire 
menace 
appeared.

Riverview apartm ents were ablaze. 
A general "ten-blow ” alarm was 
sounded. 
Fire Quickly Quelled 
Three-thousand feet of hose were 
laid to the edge of the turbulent 
river and three pumpers relayed the 
water up tile hill to the conflagra­ 
tion.

Young Mr. Spray, a former radio 
continuity writer, who 
claims 
to 
have been an exponent of nudism 
for 14 years, says he is not com­ 
promising with 
the 
cult’s 
credo 
that “sun, light and air are vital 
conditions of hum an well-being." 
‘Mostly M ental’ 
He considers the nudist way of 
life, however, to be “90 per cent 
m ental, only IO per cent physical,” 
and as a result sees no harm in 
allowing his cohorts to put 
on 
shorts if they wish. 
In fact, when 
they Ale into the colony’s dining 
hall he requires them all to wear 
shorts. 
And on the frequent oc­ 
casion of a dance they m ust wear 
as many clothes as if going to a 
church bazaar. 
His attitude toward visitors is 
equally m atter-of-fact. 
M aut 
(nudist 
colonies 
strictly 
exclude visitors and the rare one 
who gains entry m ust strip at the 
gate. 
Anyone 
w ith 
legitimate 
business 
may 
drive 
right 
into 
Elysium and if he happens to see 
a couple of nym phs flit 
through 
the bushes there is not supposed 
to be any em barrassm ent on either 
side. 
No Trouble W ith Public 
Elysium 
occupies 
a 
109-acre 
pocket among hills covered with 
almost 
unpenetrable 
undergrowth j 
and the only entrance is through 
a narrow canyon. 
A gate which 
autom atically 
rings 
alarm 
bells j 
when opened bars the entrance. 


The location was chosen, and a 
two-year law suit fought out to 
establish its right to jail trespass­ 
ers, in fear the colony would suf­ 
fer considerable annoyance 
from 
the public. 
Actually, 
Spray 
as­ 
serts, it enconters no trouble at all. 
Occupying a large tract nearby is 
an 
old-established 
religious cult 
called the Holy City, w ith which 
Elysium enjoys 
the most cordial 
relations, although there is no vis­ 
iting back and forth. 
A central lodge, a num ber 
of 
cabins and tents, two 
swimming 
pools and equipm ent for various 
outdoor games 
make up the 
im ­ 
provements 
at 
Elysium. 
While 
there are few resident nudists a ' 
all times, the big crowd 
is 
on 
week-ends 
from 
San 
Francisco 
and Oakland. 
Holds Convention 
“They 
represent 
nearly 
every 
vocation you can think of from A 
to Z,” says Spray. “Some come sin­ 
gly, 
some in 
families, some 
as 
groups of friends. 
There is only 
one thing common 
to all, 
that 
they are 
people 
of 
refined 
be­ 
havior. 
Every applicant is th o r­ 
oughly investigated, and the use of 
liquor or any other offensive con­ 
duct on the grounds m eans imm e­ 
diate expulsion.” 
Elysium 
received 
considerably 
notice this sum m er when it was the 
scene of several week-end 
“con­ 
ventions,” the groups representing 
nudist camps from San Diego to 
W alla Walla. W ashington. 
At th a t 
time nearby San Gatos, the horn.' 
of a num ber of celebrities and peo­ 
ple of wealth, got a little uneasy 
but Spray s cars 
whisked Rues s 
through town so efficently nobody 
noticed them.

Flood Waters 
Conceal Number 
Dead in Prison 


Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 26 
(AP) — 
W hispered reports of fatal shootings 
and riots in the flood-swept K en­ 
tucky state penitentiary came Mon­ 
day from national guardsmen and 
convicts evacuating the century-old 
prison. 
One national guard officer, helping 
to remove the 2,900 prisoners, said at 
least a dozen convicts were dead. 
“I don’t know how m any were 
killed,” said another guardsm an. 
The guard officers said there had 
been sporadic shooting since last 
Friday to break the convicts’ inces­ 
sant chanting. 
The reports could not be confirmed 
officially. 
Gov. A. B. Chandler, who took 
personal charge of the evacuation, 
said: 
“We don’t know how many, if any, 
are dead. 
We will have no idea 


w hat the real situation is until the 
water goes down."
